Further clarification 
of records by potentially responsible parties may also modify these 
figures. For these and other reasons, these summaries should be 
considered draft. 

Some potentially responsible parties' names may be missing from these 
lists. This 1s because all of EPA's Information 1s not on the computer 
parties Se still considered to be potentially responsible 

If you find significant discrepancies 1n these suimnarfes, please notify

adjust our records If appropriate. We may ask you to give us codes of 
the relevant records at that time. 
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The enclosed Information Is exempt from mandatory disclosure by EPA. 
However, a limited discretionary release 1s being made 1n order to further 
settlement negotiations with the government and to encourage communication 
among the potentially responsible parties.
